About  the  College 


The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  was  established  in  1876  in 
response  to  the  interest  in  art  and  art  education  which  was 
stimulated  by  the  Centennial  Exposition  of  that  year. 
Originally,  it  was  a  corporate  part  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum 
and  School  of  Industrial  Art.  At  that  time,  as  now,  the  primary 
function  of  the  School  was  the  professional  training  of  artists 
and  designers  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  industry. 

In  1893,  the  College  moved  to  its  present  site  at  Broad  and 
Pine  Streets  in  central  Philadelphia.  Advances  and  alterations 
in  the  institutional  character  and  purpose  of  the  College  are 
reflected  in  the  successive  name  changes  adopted  in  this 
century:  1939,  Philadelphia  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial 
Art;  1948,  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art;  and  in  1959, 
Philadelphia  Museum  College  of  Art,  in  recognition  of 
accreditation  by  the  Middle  States  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  In  1964,  when  the  College's  long 
affiliation  with  the  Museum  finally  ended,  it  adopted  its 
present  name:  Philadelphia  College  of  Art. 

From  its  inception,  the  College  has  been  a  pioneer  in  the 
field  of  design  in  industry.  Through  the  years,  the  educational 
program  has  been  expanded  to  train  artists  in  many  other 
areas.  Today,  the  College  offers  courses  in  all  branches  of  the 
fine  arts,  in  art  education,  community  design,  and  in  all 
of  the  major  craft  and  industrial  design  fields.

I/e  are  artists  because  essentially  we  believe  in  human 
ommunication,  which  is  to  say  that  we  are  optimists.  But 
ie  degrees  we  are  receiving  today  do  not  mean  that  we  are 
rtists.  That  is  what  I  wish  to  explain  to  you.  A  degree  has 
leant  many  things  in  our  society-compensation  for  work; 
prize  that  our  families  can  be  proud  of.  It  is  even  considered 
ertification  by  some  that  we  are  professionals,  though  that 
3  not  necessarily  the  case.  This  year,  however,  a  degree  has 
new  meaning  to  all  of  us.  Rather  than  simply  the  afore- 
lentioned,  it  is  in  addition,  a  commitment.  It  is  a  commitment 
D  practice.  We  are  pragmatically  and  morally  committed  to 
ne  objectives  of  the  student  stril<e.  I  hope  we  all  accept  our 
egrees  today  as  the  seal  of  our  obligation.  The  national  and 
/orld  situation  is  so  critical  that  our  degrees  could  easily 
ecome  meaningless  and  useless,  unless  we  do  something 
rastically  constructive.  We  seek  a  definitive  plan  of  action. 
Ve  seek  practical  answers  to  the  problems  you  have  heard 
resented  to  you  today  by  members  of  overlapping  generations, 
•ur  situation  has  finally  begun  to  be  accepted  as  a  national 
roblem.  The  reasons  for  this  are  many.  We  are  not  questioning 
lotives.  We  are  grateful.  It  is  about  time. 

Furthermore,  we  are  aware  of  our  collective  strength.  We 
ccept  the  responsibilities  and  the  moral  values  of  the  college 
ommunity.  We  wish  to  contribute  to  the  strength  of  the  whole 
ation.  We  will  accept  whatever  our  professional  training 
as  prepared  us  for — and  we  are  willing  to  take  on  some 
dditional  responsibilities  also.  This  is  because  we  want  to 
artlcipate.  Desperately.  We  are  not  fooled  easily,  which  is 
J  say,  that  we  know  we  have  been  of  age  for  quite  awhile, 
low  youknow  it.  Personally,  I  believe  President  Nixon  has 
Iways  known  it.  Because  only  a  politician  with  very  little 
xperience  has  not  known  it  for  a  long  time.  Mr.  Nixon  can 
retend  to  condescend  to  us,  or  any  other  tactic.  He  is  no 


longer  the  issue.  And  today,  we  and  you,  our  families,  are  going 
to  deal  with  issues,  hopefully,  and  not  too  many  questions.  We 
all  know  some  important  answers,  and  it  is  time  we  acted  on 
facts  rather  than  argue  and  question  generalizations.  We 
learned  these  weeks  that  if  together  we  do  this,  we  can  get 
results.  But  the  results  must  be  forthcoming.  We  must  share 
equally  the  burden  and  unpleasantness  of  these  results.  As 
sons  and  daughters,  we  will  try  to  bridge  gaps,  and  as  our 
parents,  you  will  set  examples  which  live  up  to  the  ideals  upon 
which  this  country  was  originally  conceived.  Those  values  are 
older  than  this  country,  older  than  Christianity  and  Judaism, 
older  than  Islam.  They  are  so  old  and  so  practical  that  they  are 
awe  inspiring.  Essentially,  they  are  the  codes  of  civilization; 
and  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  invite  man's  destruction  and 
everything  man  has  worked  towards,  if  we  believe  that  in  our 
daily  lives,  we  cannot  follow  those  rules,  for  any  reason 
whatsoever.  Ambition  in  terms  of  national  power  or  business; 
ambition  to  achieve  success  as  an  artist  or  as  the  head  of  the 
household,  must  never  become  Machiavellian;  we  must  always 
be  democratic  and  human.  We  must  accept  the  responsibilities 
we  were  born  with,  call  it  what  you  will.  These  spiritual 
responsibilities  are  not  platitudes.  1  would  not  insult  your 
intelligence  by  preaching  to  you.  No  one  is  preaching  anymore. 
It  is  much  too  late  for  that.  We  are  reiterating.  We  are  all 
saying  the  same  things,  if  we  are  saying  anything  at  all.  The 
practical  duties  we  impose  on  ourselves,  and  which  you,  our 
parents,  wanted  us  to  learn,  we  ask  you  to  help  us  with,  so 
that  our  younger  way  and  your  older  way  may  become  one. 
Can  today  be  a  beginning?  Among  yourselves,  will  you  come 
up  with  more  ideas  which  we  can  use  together?  Together  we 
can  revitalize  the  national  spirit.  Help  us  make  this  not  a  dream, 
rather  a  reality,  so  that  the  children  of  the  many  who  have 
unnecessarily  died,  can  grow  up,  get  an  education,  prosper 
and  love.
